Western Woman MHlr*d Out** to Hor 
Husband, and la Enthusiastic

The following letter was written by 
a woman who Jives on a farm in Wyo­ 
ming: 
“To begin with, then, I’m a ranch­ 
er’s wife, and was a farmer’s daughter, 
so I know what it means to get up 
early and work till late.
